County, state jails are over populated

Not too long ago, the state of 
Kentucky enacted a bill which 
lowered the population of state 
prisoners. According to Fulton 
County Jailer Ricky Parnell, ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 inmates were 
released. 

Now, a year or so later, the in¬ 
mate population across the state 
has increased 2,000 above the 
original population just three 
years ago when Houe Bill 463 
was enacted. 


“Population is rising,” stated 
Parnell on Monday when he ad¬ 
dressed the Fulton County Fis¬ 
cal Court. “They (state jail of¬ 
ficials) don’t know what to do 
anymore. 

During the last four months 
Fulton County’s jail has been 
averaging 400+ in population 
each month. “Of the 399 in¬ 
mates we currently have, only 
14 of them are county inmates,” 
added Parnell. 

“They just don’t know what to 
do,” he reiterated. “I have been 


doing this for 25 years and I 
don’t know the answer either.” 

“Violence is increasing, as 
well,” Fulton County Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive David Gallagher said. 

During the last 25 years Ful¬ 
ton County has housed 36,000. 
That might seem like a lot now, 
but in retrospect Louisville 
housed 32,000 in one year. 

Parnell was on hand during 
the Fiscal Court meeting Mon¬ 
day to review PREA (Prison 
Rape Elimination Act) and addi¬ 
tional policies and procedures.

Levee board curtails maintenance expenses

During the July meeting of 
the Fulton County Levee Board 
two motions were made and 
approved by President David 
Weatherly, Secretary/Treasurer 
Jim Major and Commissioners 
Doug Voorhees and Larry 
Langford. The motions included 
the purchase of a weed eater 
for use by the current contract 
mower Steve Pruett to perform 
maintenance around the relief 
wells and pump station. 

The second motion was to 
hire Mayfield Creek Forestry 
Consultants to spray the ditch 
at the pump station. Last year 
the board paid approximately 
$50,000 to clear the ditch and 


the spraying by the forestry 
consultants will keep weeds 
and trees from causing drainage 
issues. 

These two expenses put a 
drain on the Levee’s pocketbook, 
but are necessary to help ensure 
that the levee and pump station 
receive a favorable inspection 
rating from the Corps, as well 
as preventing more expensive 
maintenance costs in the future. 

“Last fall’s inspection report 
for the levee has it rated as 
minimally acceptable,” stated 
Weatherly on Tuesday, July 8. 
“That isn’t good enough. We 
have been working toward an 
acceptable rating.” 

Weatherly had plans to contact 
the Corps to find out the exact 


reasons why the levee only 
received a ‘minimally acceptable’ 
rating. “I was told by the 
Corps that once the relief wells 
were installed and operational 
our rating would increase 
from minimally acceptable to 
acceptable” added Weatherly. 

The pump station requires 
approximately $30,000 worth 
of additional repairs before 
all pumps will be operational. 
Weatherly, Voorhees, Hickman- 
Fulton County Riverport 
Authority Director Greg Curlin, 
and Hickman City Manager 
Johnny McTumer met with Col. 
Jeff Anderson, Commander of 
the Memphis District Corps of

About 18 months ago Allison 
Love, the mother of Seth Jones, 
began recognizing signs in her 
10-year-old, she didn’t want 
to see. “I knew it,” she said, 

“I didn’t want to admit, but all 
the signs were there.” When 
Seth began showing signs of 
blurred vision, weight loss, 
fruity strange odor to his breath, 
frequent urination and being 
lethargic Allison decided it was 
time to take him to the school 
nurse. 

“He would come home and 
take a nap after school,” added 
Allison. “He was also expressing 
a lot of flu-like symptoms.”

Dear Dave, 

My mom is 71 and debt-free. 
She’s investing $600 a month in 
a universal life insurance policy 
worth $250,000 because she 
wants to leave something behind 
when she dies. What could she 
invest this money in, other than 
the life insurance policy, in 
order to leave an estate?

Dear Steve, 

This is a good question. You 
don’t use life insurance to leave 
an estate. It’s a bad idea. You 
leave an estate by saving and 
investing. The only people who 
will tell you to use a life insurance 
policy to leave an estate are life 
insurance salesmen. 

Unless she’s ill, I wouldn’t 
keep the policy. Instead, I’d 
do some long-term investing. 
It won’t take long to get to 
$250,000 with $7,200 a year. It’s 
the kind of thing that sounds like 
it’ll take forever, but you’ve got 
to remember you’ve got growth 
and interest in the equation. 
I wouldn’t put money into a 
life insurance policy at age 71, 
unless there’s someone being 
left behind who really needs the 
money — and it doesn’t sound 
like there is in this case. 

It would probably take about 
13 years for the money to turn 
into $250,000. Assuming she’s 
healthy, I’d rather do that and 
bet on her living. That way, she 
can leave an estate and avoid 
the expense and rip-off part of 
the universal life policy.

Where would 
that go in your Baby Steps 
plan?

County looks to end theft of county dumpster services

We might have to place 
someone at them to watch 
them.” 

The County would like to see

“Spiders, fruit flies, moths, 
camel crickets, house centipedes, 
Asian beetles, ants, and flies are 
some of the insects you might 
discover in your home,” begins 
Leyhue. 

A few home remedies to keep 
insects and pests away is the use 
of vinegar and soap or bleach 
and water. “To rid your home 
of the Asian ladybugs put them 
in ajar with hydrogen peroxide. 
They will drink it and die,” she 
explained. “Or you can also use 
a mop with vinegar to chase 
away the fleas in your home.” 

Black widows are medium¬ 
sized spiders with large, glossy- 
black abdomen and sometimes 
they have red markings that 
can be seen as well. “The black 
widow’s bite is venomous. It 
attacks its victims with their 
bite. When a victim is bitten, 
their nervous system can 
shut down. Other symptoms 
associated with a black widow’s 
bite include pain, rigidity or 
difficulty breathing. It happens 
almost immediately.” Black 
widows hide in piles of wood, 
rock or inside hollow spaces 
such as flowerpots, drain pipes 
and hollow trees. 

Leyhue then went on to 
talk about the brown recluse. 
“Brown recluses are medium 
sized brown spiders with long, 
dark brown legs and a tan or 
grayish abdomen. They have 
a distinctive “fiddle” shape on 
their heads,” she said. “Most 
spiders have eight eyes and 
recluses have only six eyes. 
Recluses are found in dark and 
hidden spaces unlike black 
widows. The bite of a brown 
recluse is a nerve toxin, which 
causes predominantly localized 
symptoms. Ulcerated wounds 


are sometimes categorized 
as “flesh eating,” but brown 
recluse wounds typically do 
not become very large unless 
accompanied by bacteria 
infection, a condition which can 
complicate any scratch or cut, 
not just a recluse bite.” 

Leyhue also touched on the 
subject of bed bugs. “Bed bugs 
used to appear in the 1940s and 
50s but now they are showing up 
in hotels and motels, or apartment 
buildings or dormitories,” noted 
Leyhue. “It does not mean that 
your house is dirty. They infest 
where people come and go such 
as places that are frequented by 
many people.” 

A regular visitor to the Senior 
Center Lana Edwards was happy 
to listen to Leyhue talk about 
insects and spiders. “There are 
spiders in my apartment,” she 
said. She has been killing every 
spider that she sees. 

“I thought it was a great 
program,” Maria Jackson 
agreed. “Asian ladybugs come 
around my home once a year. 
They just pop up around the 
ceiling fans and boarders.”

Starship, Survivor and Exile 
will all be live on the stage July 
19th, as the summer concert 
series continues on the Great 
Lawn at Discovery Park of 
America. CEO Jim Rippy says 
that this is the first “Classic 
Rock” concert that the park has 
offered. “Anybody who likes 
music from the 70’s and 80’s 
will want to be sure to attend 
this concert,” he added. 

There are two headliners 
for this concert according to 
booking agent Steve Hauser. 
According to Hauser, Survivor 
and Starship are about equal 
in popularity, and Exile, the 
lead-off band, has a fantastic 
following. Park officials expect 
a good turnout for this concert 
based on advance ticket sales 
and the fact that classic rock 


Megamarathon 

Approximately 86 people 
from across the US, and around 
the world, willingly decided to 
run 314 miles across Tennes¬ 
see in mid-July. These runners 
participated in the last annual 
Vol-State Road Race, which be¬ 
gan on Thursday, July 10, at the 
Dorena-Hickman Ferry on the 
Dorena side. 

The finish line awaited them 
3 1/2 days later, at Castle Rock, 
high atop Sand Mountain in 
Northwest Georgia. In between 
the ferry and “the Rock” they 
faced one of the most daunting 
challenges in the running world, 
the Vol-State Road Race. 

Hopes for the first Tennessee 
winner since 2007 was pinned 
on Friendship Christian School 
Cross Country coach, Nelson 
(Greg) Armstrong of Castalian 
Springs, and he came through. 
Winning the race in 3 days, 17 
hours, 50 minutes and 52 sec¬ 
onds. Armstrong claimed the 
third fastest finish in race his¬ 
tory. 

The pre-race favorite was Jo¬ 
hann Steene from Stockholm 
Sweden, fresh off a 260+ mile 
National Record for 48 hours. 
Other top contenders included 
2010 winner Juli Aistars of Lake 
Zurich, Illinois, the only woman 
to have won the Vol-State, 2011 
winner Don Winkley of Corpus 
Christie, Texas, who won at the 
age of 73, and 2012 winner Dan 
(Feral) Fox of Seattle, Washing¬ 
ton. The 2013 champion, Joe 
Fejes of Hoschton, Georgia, who 
set the current course record of 
3:08:10:16 (3 days-8 hours - 10 
minutes - 16 seconds) will be 


and country music will both be 
represented. 

Mickey Thomas is the front 
man for Starship, the venerable 
San Francisco band behind 
several of the 20th century’s 
biggest pop and rock anthems 
(“We Built This City,” “Sara,” 
“Nothing’s Gonna Stop Us 
Now”). The band recently 
released a new record called 
Loveless Fascination , that, “In 
some ways, feels like a 70s 
record. It’s organic, and there’s 
a real edge to it,” Thomas said. 

Thomas credits Jeff Pilson, 
talented musician/producer, 
for helping the band craft 
something classic, but with 
modern elements. “We stopped 
and started this record so many 
times over the past years,” says 
Thomas. “But once we found the 


participating as a member of a 
4-man relay team that starts on 
Saturday. Fejes is “saving” his 
energy for an attempt to become 
the first American to go over 600 
miles in 6 days, in more than a 
century, at the Six Days in the 
Dome race in Anchorage, Alaska 
in August. 

While the contest for the win 
will be between the elite runners 
in the field, the most remarkable 
aspect of the Vol-State is the 
very ordinariness of the majority 
of the entrants. College students, 
college professors, truck drivers, 
doctors, lawyers, housewives, 
and retired; people from all 
walks of life, ranging in age from 
their twenties to their seventies 
will pit their will and endurance 
against the heat, hills and humid¬ 
ity of a Tennessee July. Partici- 


right guy and hit our stride, it all 
clicked.” Still, there’s a serious 
lyrical tone lurking underneath 
the music. “The overall theme 
of the record has to do with 
relationships that don’t work 
out,” says the singer. He laughs. 
“But that’s okay. The Eagles 
made quite a career out of that.” 

While Pilson played a pivotal 
role in the record, Loveless is 
really the cumulative effort 
of Starship’s longest-running 
lineup, which includes mainstays 
Jeff Adams, Darrell Verdusco, 
Stephanie Calvert and Phil 
Bennett (John Roth replaced 
the late Mark Abrahamian 
earlier this year). “The core of 
this band has been around the 
longest since any incarnation 
of the band, including Jefferson 
Airplane,” says Thomas. “And 
they’re all represented on 
there.” 

Although Loveless marks 
Starship’s first full studio album 
since 1989, the group has 
remained a popular draw on the 
road. “It’s a real wide generation 
of fans out there,” says Thomas. 
“I’ve seen 12-year olds, 65-year 
olds and everyone in between.” 

For their upcoming tour, the 
band will mine their deep back 
catalog — “we’ll play songs 
from every record I had a hand 
in,” says the singer, promising 
early hits like “Find Your Way 
Back,” as well as a medley of the 
group’s earliest hits as Jefferson 
Airplane, as well as new songs 
from the new album. 

Survivor, the other headliner 
on July 19th, was formed in the 
cold Chicago winter of 1977 
by Frankie Sullivan and Jim 
Peterik. By the end of 1978, 
Survivor was signed to a record 
deal with Scotti Bros. Records. 
Under patronage of John 
Kalodner, then head of A&R for 
Atlantic Records, Survivor went 
into the studio to cut their first 
self-titled album. This record, 
released in 1980 with the single 
“Somewhere in America,” did 
moderately well and started to 
build a loyal base of fans. 

After touring for 8 months, 
the band went back into the 
studio. The result of those 


pants will run, walk, or crawl in 
the effort to finish within the 10 
day time limit. Many will be on 
the road for 20 or more hours per 
day. With no official race aid sta¬ 
tions, the Vol-Staters will have 
to rely on what they can carry or 
find along the way. What most of 
them find is Tennessee’s famous 
hospitality. Every runner finds 
their spirits bolstered by words 
of encouragement. Many a Vol- 
Stater has been saved by some¬ 
thing as simple as the timely gift 
of a glass of ice-water, or a piece 
of fruit. The only assistance they 
can expect from the race is an 
ignominious ride to the finish, 
should they decide to bail. 

The real opponents at the Vol- 
State were not the other runners. 
They were the heat, hills, hu¬ 
midity, blisters, cramps, fatigue, 


sessions,’’Premonition”, is 
considered by many fans to be 
their favorite Survivor record. 
The album was released in 1981 
with the singles, “Poor Man’s 
Son” and “Summer Nights”. 
This record improved on the 
first album’s success, although 
still not the big breakout the 
band was looking for - that 
was to come with the 1982 
release of “Eye of the Tiger”. 
The title song for this record 
was expressly written for Rocky 

III, which brought the band 
national attention. “Eye of the 
Tiger” spent seven weeks at the 
#1 spot on the U.S. charts. The 
song won a Grammy, an Oscar 
nomination and was voted ‘Best 
New Song” by the People’s 
Choice Awards. Immediately 
following the record, the band 
toured extensively performing 
in sheds and stadiums. 

Survivor found themselves 
back in the studio in 1983 at 
work on “Caught in the Game” 
which received critical acclaim 
and AOR airplay. It was after 
this that Dave Bickler, vocalist 
since 1978, decided to leave the 
band and was replaced by Jimi 
Jamison in 1984. Survivor’s 
next album, “Vital Signs” was 
released and achieved multi¬ 
platinum status with a string of 
hit singles that kept Survivor 
on the charts for over 40 weeks 
in 1984 and ‘85. It was their 
established AOR airplay and 
Billboard Top 20 hits; “ I Can’t 
Hold Back”, “High on You” and 
“The Search is Over” which 
reached #2 on the hot 100, that 
kept Survivor at the top of the 
record and concert business. 

While the band continued to 
tour worldwide, they managed to 
take time out to record “Burning 
Heart”, the title track for Rocky 

IV. The song went all the way 
to #2 on the Billboard Hot 100 
charts, propelling the sound 
track album to multi-platinum 
status. It was 1987 before 
Survivor had time to stop and 
make another record. “When 
Seconds Count” that contained 
yet another top ten single, “Is 
This Love”, which stayed in the 
top 10 for several weeks.

the insulin the child needs to 
survive. This means that the 
insulinneeds to be replaced. Type 
1 Diabetes is an autoimmune 
disease with an unknown cure. 

Six months after Seth’s 
diagnosis, he was able to get an 
insulin pump. This replaced the 
insulin shots he was receiving. 

The diagnosis of Type 1 
Diabetes in children can be 
overwhelming at first. Suddenly 
Allison and other members of 
the family had to leam how 
to give Seth injections, count 
carbohydrates and monitor his 
blood sugar. 

Life altering for sure, there are 
advances in medicine that have 
improved the daily management 
of Type 1 Diabetes in children. 
Another avenue of support for 
Seth and his family is Camp 
Hopewell located in Oxford, 
Mississippi, approximately 3 
1/2 hours from Hickman, Ky. 

A 280-acre camp, Camp 
Hopewell, is a residential camp, 
which has been in existence for 
over 60 years. The land where 
the camp is located was donated 
and purchased by the Presbytery 
of St. Andrews and has a 


long rich history of summer 
residential camping. 

Dr. George Burghen founded 
the diabetes sessions at Camp 
Hopewell in 1976 after spending 
several summers at the East 
Tennessee Camp for Diabetic 
Children. 

The purpose of Camp 
Hopewell is to offer children 
with diabetes a typical 
residential camp setting in 
which to grow and leam with 
other children who have similar 
situations and challenges. Dr. 
Burghen, MD, is the medical 
director for the diabetes camp. 
A camp physician, camp nurses 
and counselors with diabetes are 
also present during the week. 

Seth, not only a first time 
camper at Camp Hopewell, was 
excited to be going off to camp 
for the first time ever. Seth and 
his family drove to Oxford on 
Sunday, July 6. After blowing 
a kiss goodbye to his mother, 
who drove away in tears, Seth 
was ready to experience a week 
of fun in the sun with children 
ages 9-16 who are just like him. 

While talking about his week 
at camp, Seth admitted that he 


wanted to go because he wanted 
to be somewhere that was 
normal. “Where everyone else 
was just like me,” he said. Even 
though he does all the same 
things other 11-year-old boys 
and girls do, he has to be very 
mindful of checking his blood 
sugar and counting his carbs 
when he eats. His pump and all 
his supplies are also with him 
always. 

During meal times at camp, 
Seth and his new found friends, 
Hayden, Tyson and Trent, all 
learned the MyPlate system 
which teaches good nutrition and 
how to improve blood glucose 
control. Before each meal, 
the menu with serving sizes 
and carb units were reviewed. 
Campers select foods and were 
encouraged to try new foods. 
Some of the items Seth enjoyed 
during his week at camp were 
s’mores made by a camp fire 
and root beer floats. 

Staying active is a plus, so the 
week was full of fun and exciting 
activities like canoeing, archery, 
swimming, hiking, a challenge 
course, and a new game Seth 
learned called ‘big fris.’

It provided a perfect time for 
Seth to make lifelong friends 
with others who share the same 
illness. Seth, who came home 
on Saturday, is already burning 
up the phone lines texting his 
new friends from Mississippi 
and Tennessee. Seth was the 
only camper from Kentucky. 

Sleeping in bunk beds in a 
large cabin and spending time 
24/7 with his new friends was 
one of Seth’s favorite aspects of 
the camp. “We went canoeing, 
climbed a rope ladder and had 
a lot fun,” he said. “I definitely 
want to go back next year.” 

The campers were encouraged 
to write letters to home and 
family members were also able 
to send emailed messages to the 
campers and view photos of the 
activities. “One of my letters 
hasn’t arrived home yet,” said 
Seth. 


Each night the campers held 
a worship service and had Bible 
study. “On the last night we had 
a floating boat with a candle in 
it that we fit and set it on the 
water,” noted Seth. “When we 
let them go they told us, ‘God 
heard your prayer.’” 


Not only did Seth come home 
with a new list of fun numbers 
and memories that will last him 
a lifetime, he also developed 
some new habits. “Now when 
I get ready to sit down to eat, 
I know how to count my carbs 
myself,” he said.
